Selkirk, Man., May 6. —The bandit of | 
Seesam Bay, who has terrorized the | 
inhabitants of that neighborhood, on 
the southeast shores of Lake Winnipeg | -—— 
for years, a notorious criminal who 
has hidden from justice in a rude forc- 
like dugout, and who has passed here 
under the name of John Dudzea, was 
arrested and brought to Selkirk last 
night by  Provinclal Constable John 
Sturlaugsson, 

Dudzea has been the terror of the 
countryside for six years, but It was 
only after his lucky capture single- 
handed by Sturlaugsson, that his real 
identity as a badly wanted crimina 
with a price on his head was sus- 
pected, and this will probably be con- 
firmed by a positive identification at 
Winnipeg, 

Sturlaugsson's story of the arrest of 
his man at the door of his bastion-like 
dug-out reads like a page from Conan 
Doyle. Saturday this man, who went 
about only at night, and always armed, 
accused a neighbor, Wiliam Thomas, 
of stealing a revolver, and afterwards 
uttempted to stab him, 

Thomas Came to Selkirk and swore 
out a warrant, then guided the con- 
stable to the bandit'’s retreat on a lone- 
ly homestead in the forest, five miles 
inland from Balsam Bay, 

To the fact that Constable. Stur- 
laugsson found his man_ outside the 
fort in which he lurked he possibly 
owes hig life. Jie drove us near as 
possible to the place, and, leaving the 
driver, proceeded alone, 

Suddenly-a man, who proved to be 
Dudzea, confronted him with an up- 
raised rifle. In the conversation that 
followed the constable represented 
himself as apolitical convasser and 
gradually got near enough to Dudzea 
to spring upon him 

The criminal then drew a heavy 
dagger and succeeded in inflicting a 
slight flesh wound before he was over- 
powered and shackled. Kven then a 
fierce rough and tumble fight fol- 
lowed. Constable Sturlaugsson then 
searched the man, 

On his person and lying behind the 
log breastwork that fronted his dug- 
out he found two repeating army 
rifles, both fully loaded, a shotgun, 
two daggers and two hundred rounds 
of shells, 

The dugout was the rudest sort o 
habitation, without a light, and hardly 
any conventences of life, although the 
man Is an Intelligent and seemingly 
eductaed man. In front of the single 
opening of the hut was bullt a breast- 
work of logs with portholes. 

Six years ago the man filed on the 
homestead and since that time he has 
remained Chere, never going out by 
day. He is unshaven and unkempt, 
with what appears to be the whole six 
years’ growth of beard untouched, Ile 
has terrorized the neighborhood, buy- 
ing a few necessaries of life from 


them at times, but more often stealing |

Ottawa, May 6.—At 1:30 o'clock this 
morning the, house divided on a motion 
of censure of the government movea 
by Hon, H. R, Emmerson, after a speech 
relating to the management of the I, C. 
RN. The motion was rejected on a vote 
of 69 to 39, a government majority of 
80. Mr. Emmerson, in the course of 
his speech, complained of a number of 
things, Including an increase of freight 
rates, the employment of Americans as 
officials, changes in the rules, the al- 
leged failure of the government to deal 
with the question of branch line feed- 
ers and the taking off of the Ocean 
Limited, 

Hon. J. D. Reid, acting minister of 
railways, in reply, said that the in- 
crease in the rates had been really de- 
cided upon by the board of management 
appointed by the late government. 
Americans employed as officials, he 
said, were in all cases men who had 
lived in Canada for several years, Dr, 
Reid maintained that under the direc- 
tlon of Hon, Frank Cochrane the J, C, 
R. was being well managed and that 
few complaints were being received, 

Cause Much Destitution 


1. M. MacDonald, characterized the 
conduct of the affair of the I, C, R. 
by the present government as stupid. 
The increase in the rates had been:the 
greatest blunder, he said, and had re- 
sulted In much destitution prevailing In 
the coal towns of Nova Scotia during 
the past winter. 

Mr. Borden maintained that any com- 
plaints which had reached him were 
because the management of the road 
had been put on a business basis, He 
said that the increase in the freight 
rates was amply justified. Jt was to 
be remembered that they were accom- 
panied by an increase In pay for the 
employees. Replying to a charge that 
coal had been bought in the U.S. Mr, 
Borden said that the same thing had 
been done by the Jate government only 
on a larger scale. 

Hon. George P, Graham, said that the 
minister of railways was making the 
mistake of trying to run the I. C, R, 
with a club.

wonder that there was one left to tell 
the tale, considering what they were 
up against.” Hundreds and thousands 
of dollars had been recklessly wasted 
by the government in his constituency 
just prior to the last election. One 
man who built a piece of road which 
cost the government $1,800 told a 
friend of his that he could have bullt 
the same piece of road under contract 
for $400." 

Mr. Michener further said he could 
see no reason why there should be any 
political divisions in the Alberta legis- 
lature, Ile thought there was no real- 
ly distinct divisions and that the af- 
fairs of the province might be run by 
a county council, such as there was in 
Ontarlo. Nevertheless, he said, much 
good legislation had been passed by 
the legislature last sesison, He thought 
however, that there was no credit com- 
ing to the present government for that, 
“No matter how much good @& man 
does if he fails in the least thing it 
should not condone the evil which he 


‘}has done.” At the same time he would 


not say that the men in the present 
government had not got it in their 
hearts to do something for the benefit 
of the province. “If a man fails in 
the least thing he fails In all.” 

The unearned increment tax has 
been put on at a most unfortunate 
time, he declared. Alberta was the 
only country on the North American 
continent which had an unearned In- 
crement tax, “Why, the unearned in- 
crement tax is an,old country tax, It 
is a Lloyd George tax.” With regard 
to the direct legislation act he warned 
the temperance people that the gov- 
ernment would not allow them to take 
a vote on prohibiton, because of a 
clause in the act which referred to 
bills which might affect the revenues 
of the province, As the liquor license 
fees were part of the revenue of the 
province, he said, the government 
would not allow a vote on prohibition, 
“There will be legal difficulties in the 
way,” he declared, 

In conclusion Mr. Michener touched 
briefly on the question of natural re- 
sources. “I would like to tell you,” he 
said, “that In my judgment the respon- 
sibility rests upon Mr, Sifton rather 
than upon the Right Hon, 8. L. Bor- 
den.” :

a visionary Yankee and would never 
sell my bonds, The politicians on the 
other Canadian railroads laughed mer- 
rily, Armed with the legislative en- 
actment of Alberta I went to London, 
sold bonds for $7,500,000, 1 deposited 
the money In the banks of Canada with 
a provision that the money should only 
be paid out for my ralflroad, the Alberta 
and Great Waterways, 

“IT intended to put a line of steam- 
ships on the Athabasca river and bulld 
towns along the road. When the other 
railroads saw this they ralsed a great 
howl, Talk about a howl! ‘They tip- 
ped over the government and put in a 
new government that repudiated my 
bonds and the government started to 
bulld the road for themselves, 

“I had nothing left but to sue for my 
bonds, I sued In the Supreme Court of 
Alberta and lost. My appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada was disimiss- 
ed, but I took the case to the privy 
council which 1s the court of last re- 
sort for that country. The privy coun- 
cil decided in my favor and ordered 
that I be pald $2,000,000. 

“1 figure that I would have made that 
from townsites alone, I have been pala 
the money and it Is on deposit on this 
side the Canadian boundary where no 
Canadian railroad would ever get a 
chance to take It. The country where 
my railroad was to run is now thickly 
settled and very rich, If they had left 
me alone I would have made fifty mil- 
lion doUars. Two million dollars is 
not to be despised.” 

Mr, Crawford said that he presumed 
Premier Sifton would tell them that 
the settlement of the A. and G, W. had 
never cost the province a dollar. He 
had no doubt that the settlement had 
been made by J, D, McArthur on behalf 
of the government and of course, it 
would never appear in the public ac- 
counts of the prevince. J. D. McArthur 
could well afford to pay $2,000,000 to 
Clarke, Whether that wes the amount 
which was paid or not, the fact re- 
mained that, according to the statement 
of Clarke himself, he had evidently got 
$2,000,000 and the government of the | 
province had given J. D. McArthur the 


bill which he had been able to settle 


with Clarke, 

Mr. Crawford pointed out that the in- 
terview was wrong In stating that the 
privy council ordered payment to 
Clarke of $2,000,000. He said the privy 
council gave Clarke his right to build 
the road and the government had to 
settle with Clarke.

Diaz could quell. 

At the head of the troubles was 
Francisco Madero, a well-educated 
member of a very wealthy and In- 
fluential family, Madero based his 
opposition to Diaz largely on the land 
steals of the president's favorites. 

The insurrections were principally 
in northern Mexico, where General 
Villa, Salazar and Orozco led tha 
rebels. The rebels were particularly 
active around Juarez, which is a bor- 
der town opposite Texas, and at a 
point close to the California line, The 
sympathy with the revolutionists was 
so strong at the capital that Dlaz, who 
had feathered his own nest pretty well, 
eventually bolted from the country and 
retired to Paris to live, 

A provisional government was 
formed under Jose de la Barra, and a 
presidential election held, at which 
Madero was selected by the people. On 
the whole Madero tried to fulfill his 
promises to the people, but the Diaz 
sympathizers were still strong, and a 
little more than a year ago Felix Diaz, 
nephew of Porfirlo, started a revolt at 
Vera Cruz, where he had landed, and 
which has now been seized by the 
United States. 

The younger Diaz was, however, 
made a prisoner by the government 
forces and with many of his sympa- 
thizers was confined in) the common 
penitentiary at Mexico City, Dissatis- 
faction against the Madero govern- 
ment continued to grow, and tho sedl- 
tion spread to the army, with the re- 
sult that one Sunday Diaz and his 
friends escaped and took refuge In the 
arsenal, Their friends came to their 
assistance and a famous ten days of 
street fighting followed, The rebels 
captured Madero himself and for some 
time he was held a prisoner in the 
executive palace, while Victoriano 
Tiuerta, the present president, who had 
been minister of war in Madero’s cab- 
inet, became military dictator of Mex- 
ico, 

It was decided to transfer ~Madero 
to the prison, and on the way there 
was some street fighting, Opponents 
of Huerta claim that Madero was mur- 
dered in cold blood by an act of 
treachery, but Hluerta’s friends claim 
he was accidentally shot in) an at- 
tempt at a rescue, It ts claimed that 
his guards had orders to shoot him if 
there was any atlempt at a rescue. 

The United States took the position 
that Huerta had founded his rule on 
violence and murder, and refused to 
recognize him, It is understood that 
other governments after a decent in- 
terval were willing to accept Huerta's 
account of the tragedy and to recog- 
nize his government if endorsed by an 
election, for the sake of peace and 
quietness, and because it looked as if 
he had the only controlling power like- 
ly to establish a stable government in 
this unhappy country, where the 
strong hand methods of the elder Diaz 
and Huerta seem to be more success- 
ful’ in maintaining stability than the 
constitutional methods of men like the 
late President Madero. 

Huerta tried to legitimatize his gov- 
ernment by calling an election, but 
owing to the ETA-ETAOSHRETASH 
owing partly to the disturbed state of 
the country and partly to the Rob- 
linesque methods of the dictator it Is

Indian Inspector Testifies 


1. A. Conroy, Indian inspector of the 
dominion government, said once that 
the climate of the Peace River district 
as A whole wis about the same as that 
of Mdmonton, which is said by many 
to be the finest, taken all the year 
round, in Canada; that the Chinook 
winds were felt as far north as Lesser 
Slave lake and that for 21 days in one 
winter he had stayed there he did not 
need an overcoat in the middle of the 
day, Cattle were out in the pasture 
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fields all that winter and he himself 
had not felt the cold as much as he had 
at Ottawa and had slept out every 
night, sometimes in a tent and some- 
times in the open. 


Testifying as to the climate, W. F. 
Bredin, ex-M.P.P, for Peace River, stat- 
ed in a government bulletin that he had 
left bort St. John, B. C., on the Peace, 
one spring when the grain there was up| 
six or seven inches. He reached Ed-| 
monton a month later and found the} 
grain in the same stage of growth as} 
when he left St. John, whose latitude) 
is nearly 200 miles north and abcut 100 | 
miles farther west.
